Tunnel," an N.B.C. documentary to be 
telecast from Channel 9 on Wednesday, 
January 16, at 8 p.m.

THE documentary was 
made in a secret ser- 
vice atmcksphere of danger 
and suspcruK. 

It tells thr tlory of the 
plarlniDg and digging of ^ 
450ft. tmuidl from West Ber- 
lin under th« infajnaus Walt 
into East Bertio by a group 
of engineering students so 
that Lbry could rcscui' friends' 
nn the li^t lidi: nf tttr walL 
N.B.C. men in Berlin 
tieard about t^e tunnel when 
it waj only just started. It 
was Ihtte mnntbs frnm the 
time tht'y starlMj fifming 
until the first refugees came 
through the tunnel. 

In dm tim* the work on 
the documentary or arrange- 
ments concerning it ««re 
never mentioned in Iptters, 
telephone convcrsation.s or 
mertLni.^ in Berlin,

The tunnel was plannett 
after the siudenls macased 
to fSel a detailed plan of 
Berlin. 

The entrance to it was 
inside a half-ruinfid factory 
on the Wert Berlin side in a 
itreet that ruu^ alnngiside the 
wall for about lialf a mile. 

TTte tunnel went down 
verticalty about 1 5 ft., then 
levelled off in a shaft 1yd. 
wide and I yd. high, 
describe*! as "not much 
roomier than a *;of?in.'* 

The underground work 
was filmtd for N.B.C. hy a 
26-yeQr-old West German, 
Peter Pehtnel, who volun- 
trered to film it. Hi- lay on 
hij back just b*hind the 
shnvel-man and filmetf the 
digging hy holdinf; his 
cairiera on Iiis shoulder and 
chejt. 

He in turn was followed 
by ha brother, Klaus, light- 
man and assistant camera- 
man, who aimed hi.s lights 
through the narrow jparc an 
either lidi^ of the camera. 

The work wai fraught 
with pbyiical dangers and 
the wearitig fear of diwrowry 
hy Ea.!t Berlin potite. But 
the tunnel was fini-^bed in 
three months, equipped with 
electric light, a ictfphone 
line, veniiiaticm and pump- 
in)! syficnu. 

Twice, hreaks in Berlin's 



water mains threatened dis 
aster, The fit^t flooding 
was cleared hy frantic 
work with a hand-pump. 

The second break was on 
the East Berlin side. Wait- 
ing for discovery hourly, 
the lunnellers successfully 
in!iLaJled an electric pump, 
hastened their plans, and 
made the exit only one 
block in Irum the wall on 
the eastern side. 

The refugees were warned 
and the big day of the 
es<apeEi wa^ put fucw^d (u 
5epteml»r 15, 1962, 

The first ones to make the 
jemmey were a young 
mother and child. Three 
days later the water mains 
burst and the tunnel be- 
catne untisahle, but in those 
tErce days another 57 
refugee! escaped, ranging in 
3gr from six month!) to 70.
